The edit. ■mil commenting upon a 

recent declaration hy Cardinal Gib- 
l.ons in fav..r ..f universal military 
training in this country quotes 

many others in favor of this policy, 
and conceding that every young 
man would derive some heneflt from 

military drilling and training, does 
not declare positively for this means 

of preparedness. The conclusion of 
the editorial on this subject is 

probably best summed up in this 

sentence: , 

"There ought to be developed a 
pronounced popular sentiment in 
favor of strong, clear, practical 
thinkers, being asked and urged to 
u'ive the general public the benefit 
of their best thoughts on subjects 
affecting the nation and the public 
welfare." 

Those who are sincerely for adc- 
t|unte preparedness regard tha re- 
cent army legislation as merely a 
step, as merely an experiment that 
is likely to prove n failure and to 
prepare the way for more adequate 
plans for increasing our regular 
army. If there is one lesson the 
world war impresses upon this 
country with more empha-sis than 
another it is that our safety lies on- 
ly in universal military training. 

There is a vast difference between 
militarism and military prepared- 
ness. Pni-.,ia offers as a striking 
example of militarism, while Swit- 
zerland and France gives us ex- 
amples of military preparedness 
without menace to Democratic insti- 
tutions. When the army belongs to 
all the people, in the sense that it 
is composed of all the people, there 
will be much less danger of a mili- 
tary spirit, or military aggression 
against the domestic rights and lib- 
erties of the people than from a 
hired amiv recruited entirely by 
voluntary enlistment. Therefore, 
universal military training is a 
melius for the protection of, rather 
than a menace to, the principles 
of Democracy. 

There is more or les* sacrifice in- 
volved in service in the army and 
this is a sncriflce that should be

CAN FRUIT WITHOUT SUGAR 

Fruit for iMe in pies or salads or 
a* stewed fruit can he put up or 
r.innert without the use of any *u- 
gST at all, according to the canning 
ipaatalists of the department. They, 
therefore, ndvise th»>«e who, be- 
cause ot the high price of sugar, 
have Is-en thinking of reducing the 
amount of fruit they put up, to can 
as mu<h df their surplus jih po»- 
-ible by the use of boiling water 
when sugar simp is beyond their 
means. Any fruit, they say, may- 
be successfully sterilized and re- 
tained in the pack by simply add- 
ing boiling water instead of the 
hot simp. The use of suear, of 
conr-c. is desirable in the canning 
of all kinds of fruits nnd makes n 
better and ready sweetened prodnet. 
Moreover, most of the fruits when 
canned in water alone do not re- 
lain their natural' flavor, texture, 
and color as well as fruit put up 
in sirup Fruit canned without su- 
srar to lie Used for sauces c.r des- 
MVtt must he sweetened. 

Can the product the same dav it 
ifl picked. Cull, stem, or seed, and 
clean the fruit by placing it in a 
strainer and pouring wnter over it 
until it is clean. Pack the product 
thoroughly in glass jars or tin cans 
until they are full; use the handle 
of a tablespoon, wooden ladle, or 
table knife for packing pafpOSSS. 
Pour over the fruit boiling water 
from a kettle, place rubbers and 
Baps in position, partially seal if 
u-iiiL' glass jars, seal completely if 
nafatg tin can-. Place the containers 
in n sterilizing vat, such as a wash 
boiler with false bottom, or other 
receptacle improvised for the pur- 
pose. If using a hot-water bath 
ontflt; process for 30 minute-, 
count time after the wnter has 
reached the boiling point; the wnter 
must cover the highest jur in con- 
tainer. After sterilizing remove 
packs, seal glass jars, wrap in pa- 
per to prevent bleaching, and store 
in a dry, cool place. 

If you are canning in tin cans it 
will miprove the product to plunge 
the cans quickly into eold water 
immediately after sterilization. 
When using a steam pressure Ban- 
ner instead of the hot-water bath, 
-terilize for 10 minutes with I 
pounds of steam pressure. Never 
allow the pressure to go over 10 
pounds .
